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THE HORROE GROWS.

With every day's sdditional details the
overpowering horror of the Johnstown dis-
nster increases, and the testimony of all who
havé visiled the scene unites to the effect
ihat it surpasses belief and stuns the mind
with its stapendous disaster.

To the tale of desths by flood and deaths
by fire are now added the horrors of fiends
robbing snd mutilating the victims, the
feartul punishment meted out where they
pre discovered, the sppalling presence of
hundreds of bodies after the supply of cof-
fins is exhausted, and the awlul probability
of pestilence trom the decomposition and
stench of the unrecovered dead.

Above all these details of borror is the
awiul total set forth in the returns as far as
they are colloeted. Three thousand dead
recovered and ten thousand whose fate is
uokoown. This defies comment and re-
duces language to impotence.

THE NEED OF WORK.
The reports of yesterday's situation at
Johnstown show the need of prompt and de-
cisive action, not only to furnish supplies

L r the destisuntey, but to direct the work that
ili‘n-rr'

¥ to provent further dnnger from
the disaster and to restrain the thieves who
are robbing and mutilating the dead.

The work of relie! has started nobly and
in ssch & wayr as to avert immediate suffer-
ing from lack of supplies. But there is
evidently need of a strong central suthority
1o control and direel other necessary work.
With thieves robbing the dead snd desti-
tute, s force is necessary 1o control the law-
Jess element. Whether there was proper
suthority for starting out the troops yester-
day afternoon may be questionea; but it
was 8 grave mistake to order them back.
The destitute district should be put under
guard until civil law ean be re-established.
* The other pressing mneed is for skillful
and organized work in cleaning up the
debris mnd burving the dead. That the
thouwands of dead bodies, both of animals
and human beings, already amount & s
positive danger in the stricken district,
seems to be bevond dispute. That unless
prompt and well-direoted work is done the
cvilgmay spread isalse & vital possibility.
Our owg water supply snd that of slmost
every city’slong the river is in danger of
contamination: Every effort shonld cer-
tainly be made {5 prevent the spread of a
pestilenes as & crowning result of this great
disnster.

The presence of these necesaities does not
permit of standing upon quibbles about au-
thority. Thousands of lives depend on
sharp and guick sction and it should be

taken at once. -\

SHUTTING OFF QUOTATIONS.

A novel festure in speculative circles was
furnished by the sction of the New York
Btock Exchsvge snd Chicage Board of
Trude last week in discontinuing the send-
ing out of quotations to tickers. The pur-
pose of the action is doubtless to choke off
the bucket shops. The fact that gambling
on the fluctnations of grain snd stocks was
going oo in the small establishments was a
great scandal on the members of the big
cenes—as long as they got no commissions
out of the bucket shop betting. They first
tried the experiment of refusing quotations
only to the bucket shops; but the courts de-
cided that the companies which furnish the

" quotations must fornish toone as well as

uoother, Consegquently the big exchanges
resalved to shut off publie quotations alto-

The result of the change may be some-
thing that the large exchanges do not an-
ticipnte. It may check bucket shop specu-
lation, and it may sl=o csuse s shrinkage in
the larger operations of business gambling
from which these iostitutions draw their
chief revenne. A large share of the speco-
Jation of these bodies comes from the faciii-
ty with which the ticker service enables the
specnlator in Pittsburg or some other city
to watch the course of the New York or
Chicage market, and trapsmit his orders sz
hie sees fit. The stoppage of quoiations is

thieves who mutilated the dead for the pur-
pose of r8bbing is a grave affair consid-
ered in a public point of view, but as re
gards the wretohes who were put to death,
the best use that can be made of them is to
convert them into & warning for thieves and
plunderers. .

THE DISPATCH has so offen expressed
its detestation of the crime of lynoh Iaw that
it need not fearbeing misunderstood in saying
that when law is suspended by such a crush-
ing calamity as that at Johnstown, extraor-
dinary measures must be taken for the pub-
lic protection. If the dead snd homeless
cannot be held saored from the depredations
of thioves in any other way, the summary
warning of Iynch law is unavoidable. The
great danger of course is that such mob ex-
ecutions may hang innocent men. If care
is taken that nothing of the sort is done ex-
cept on clear proof of guilt, this disposition
of the planderers of the dead is wholly sat-
isfnctory to the living.

But in view of the necessity of anthorized
sotion alike to protect the sufferers and pre-
serve innocent vietims from the blindness
of mob law, it is well that the State officers
bave taken control at Johnstown and that
matters can be ruled there by the recognized
authority of law.

MODERK CATASTROFHES.

It is probably a fact that no catastrophe
of modern times has been so terrible as thas
in the Conemsugh wvalley, the details of
which now £ill the public mind almost to
the exelusion of everrthing else.

Flood and famine have wrought destruc-
tion on & larger soale in China and Indis;
but if the viotims were more numer:
ous, they were aleo scattered over s more
extended aren. In both these Eustern coun-
tries human life has not had the value set
upon it in Christian lands. Despotio, or
otherwise imperfect, governments of the
East are not unaccustomed to such priva-
tions, sufferings and loss of life among their
subjects, which in the pewer circumsiances
of Western eivilization wounld arouse not
merely nations but an entire race of people
to guick measures of Immediate relief and
futare prevention. In the Tyrol distriots of
Austris and Switzerland there have also
been disasters with immense death-
rolls, though it is doubtful if even
there any single eovent was more
numeronsly fatal than this so near home.
But among the Alps the people are born
and bred familiar with suéh danger and
always conscious of their possible peril.
The inhabitants of Johnstown, on the other
hand, had no realization of the fatal danger.
If there was any fear of the Bouth Fork
dam, or any anticipation of such effects of &
flood, there was at least nothing in their
local experience to make either feeling vivid
or alarming. The disaster has indeed been
one of terrible extent. It is well that m
pushing sotively, vigorously and compre-
hensively measures for the relief and care
of the surviving sufferers, the public may
itself find some relief from continuouns con-
templation of the dreadfal details.

+ STOP THE SIGHTSEERS.

The appeal from Jobnstown to keep sight-
seers away and send only workers is ome
that should be heeded by the authorities
There is 8 great and pressing work in the
stricken district for people who are fitted to
do it. Thousands of homeless and destitute
people are to be succored, fed and clothed;
hundreds of corpses are to be given burial;
miles of railway track are to be rebuilt and
thousands of houses are to be restored to
habitable shape—if there are any that are
capable of such restoration.

To permit this work to be hampered and
delayed by sightseers, who simply go to the
scene of the disaster for the gratifiestion of
curiosity, is little short of criminal negli-
gence. The sightseers are not only in the
way of the workers; but it is reported by
some who have been there, that the crowds
flocking there, being without provisions
themselves, bave actually been eating the
provisions.

Elsewhere will be found the report of the
condign punishment visited upon the despic-
able thieves taken in the act of rob-
bing the dead, PBut those who go on a jun-
keting trip to the scene of the disaster and
consume the provisions intended for the snf-
ferers should ask themselves, what is the
difference betwesn robbing the insensaie
corpses and lightly taking the food that be-
longs to the suffering survivors? Doubtless
whatever has been done in that way was
thoughtlessly dome; but with the effects
properly understood, it should be recog-
niged that the provisions shipped to th®sufl-
fering are sacred to the work of relief.

Some authority should be found which
will put a stop to this. Until the sufferers
have been relieved, no one should be al-
lowed in the flooded district unless he aids
in the work. When the destitute are fed
and the rosds are opened the sightseers can
have their chances.
